Subject.— Import of remnants, rejects, seconds, jobs or substandard 'tnaterial 
under licences issued for Leather cloth including artificial leather 
falling under Serial No. 147 -IV —Prohibition of . 

No. 44-ITC(P.N.)/54. — Attention of importers is invited to S. No. 147/IV of 
Appendix ‘A' in the Red Book for January — June. 1054 period and also Public 
Notice No. 41-ITC(P.N.) / 54, dated the 7th April, 1054. 

2. It appears that import of rejects, Jobs, or sub-standard material are being 
effected against licences issued for leather cloth, including artificial leather in this 
period. As the intention is to allow only the leather cloth, including artificial leather 
m rolls, it has been decided that the import of remnants, fents, rejects, seconds, 
job lots or sub-standard material etc. shall not be permitted against licences for 
Serial No. 147/IV. 

3. Clearance of consignments in respect of which firm commitments have al- 
ready been made before the date of this Public Notice will, however, be permitted 
by the Customs authorities on production of acceptable documentary evidence 
relating to such commitments. No formal amendment of licences by the Import 
Trade Control authorities would be necessary. 

4. The Public Notice No. 10O-ITC(P.N.) /53, dated 30th December 1953, and 
No. 41-ITC(P.N.)/54, dated the 7tb April, 1054, may be deemed to have been am- 
ended accordingly,
